2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under POT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Ushida et al. (US PG 
Pub. No. 2005/0201264 Al) teaches a device that uses a blade to cut through the top 
resin before punching out the center hole of the optical recording medium (disklike 
substrate), said cut being of larger diameter then the center hole (see figures 1 6 and 
17). Therefore Groups I and II lack a corresponding special technical feature and 
should be restricted. 

3. A telephone call was made to Attorney William Boshnick on August 28, 2008 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
